Admittedly, the list of endless percentages is 
meaningless to some, but the trends and facts 
that it can reveal from simple inspection are 
fascinating--well, interesting--to others. 
This short summary, will attempt to point out 
the more noticeable statistics, question by 
question. 


4. The number of students who plan to work this 
summer is interesting in that, not only do 
40% of them work, but the number of boys is 
larger than the number of girls, and the 
"work force" increases substantially with 
grade. 


2. Here, the numbers are basically similar, ex- 
cept for the steady exodus from the lake as 
students grow in age, noticed in the "no" vote. 


3. In the activities category, the only real 
differences are in sex, between boys and 
girls, especially visible in swimming and 
baseball. 


4. Basically, this is either a vote of protest 
or ignorance against the Rec. Dept., show- 
ing that participation in its activities is 
extremely small among high school students, 
especially among boys and 1ith graders. 


5. Finally, the strong pro-Boston vote shows its 
popularity among Sharon youth. Despite the 
enormous pluralities, it is surprising that 
the percentages don't reach 100%. With the 
drawing points of the Red Sox, the Tall 
Ships, the Boston Pops, and Quincy Market, 

I find it hard to believe that 15% of us will 
not get exposed to ever a single item this 
summer in the finest city in the world. 


Also, it is reassuring to see that over 3/4 of 
Sharon students can go to Boston on their own, a 
number that hopefully will increase after students 
read the easy directions in this issue of the 


Sharon High Times. 


One final néte--although it is nice to see that, 
of those who can get to Boston on their own, 70% 
use public gransportation (a figure decreasing 
drastically with age), the fact that 10% of the 
9th grade respondents can DRIVE to Boston unfor- 
tunately points out one of the fretts inherent 

in any poll--namely, the ambiguity of the ques- 
tion, and whether the one polled takes it seriously. 


Hopefully, in future polls, results and data will 


become more accurate and its messages simpler to 
interpret.

said that the main sources of pollution are 
the houses surrounding the lake. Nutrients 
from the underground septic tanks are seeping 
into our lake. These nutrients accelerate the 
aging of the lake and promote the growth of 


weed and alpae. The ducks that live in the lake 
agerevate the problem by raising the bacterial 

count. Ultimately, Lake Massapoag will become 

a marsh. 


So, what is being done? The committee mem-— 
bers have several recommendations to the Town 
Board of Health, Some have been adopted; some 
Mave not. $100,000 was recently awarded to help 
buy the 800 acres of wetlands, the areas that 
drain towards the lake. One method to solve the 
drainage problem is to direct the sewerage away 
from it, Another method is to treat the water 
with chemicals to purify it. Reeently, the com- 
mittee was given $26,600 by the federal FOV= 
ernment to study other possibilities, The $8,000 
jpeal share of the cost.was funded by the town 
meeting last year. But the committee can't do 
anything withput the Town Board's approval. 
There will be a meeting June 2nd to formalize 
the study and select consultants.

The other members 
of the band are David 
Hull, who used to be 
with Ted Nugent, on 
bass, and Ronnie 
Stewart on drums. 

One of the reasons 
Perry left Aerosmith 
wae that he wasn't 
able to "do his thing. 
On his new-album,how- 
ever, he sings half 
of the songs and con- 
tributes all of the 
guitar work. Another 
reason he went on his 
Own was that he was 
getting tired of play- 
ing big arenas. Now 
when he comes to town,

Flash and the Pan is a group from Australia. 
The members of the group are George Young, 
(Synthesizers, Vocals), Harry Vanda,(Guitar, 
Vocals), Ray Arnott,(Drums), Les karski,(Bass), 
and Warren Morgan,(Piano). The two main members, 
George Young and Harry Vanda, were once part 
of a group called the Basybeats. The group 
recorded many,songs; but one, "Friday on my 
Mind" is cons@dered a classic. After the Easy- 
beats broke up, George and Harry produced for 
A.G./D.C., a band in which George's younger 
brother is a member. "Lights in the Night" is 
the band's second album. Their first album 
came out in 1979 and contained the semi-hit 
"Hey Saint Peter," which got airplay on FM as 
well as AM stations. 

Phere are eight songs on the album. The 
songs have weird lyrics, such as the ones about 
the end of the world, Most of the songs, though, 
are about important issues. The song that is 
getting airpla is "Media Man," which is heard 
mostly on FM. The lead vocals of Georg and 
Harry sound good together, but alone sound 
weird. The solo lead can sometimes make the 
song boring. The song "Headhunters" ‘sounds 
like a poem being read. On the song "Captain 
Beware," there are good harmonizing backup 
vocals. 

The music makes the songs drive and can be 
fast as well as slow. With the help of George 
Young's synthesizers, the song sound spacey 
at times. If the lyrics are not up to par, 
usually the music compensates for it. As is 
often the case, styles can be traced back to 
the first album and to a particular song. Most 
songs when least expected and often abruptly. 
Songs even blend into each other, and it is 
hard to tell where one ends and the other be- 
gins, such as in the case of "Make Your Own 
Cross" and "Lights in the Night." The title 
song,"Lights in the Night," has the style of 
"Walkin' in the Rain,"a song from their first 


album, as it appears that the lead vocalist is 
Speaking the lyrics instead of singing them.
